“Th e y ield of crops and th e 
concentration of wealth in ind iv id u al 
commu nities will continu e to d er- 
mine th e kind of ed u cation each 
ch ild receiv es,” say s Allan M. West, 
acting ex ecu tiv e secretary of th e 
National Ed u cation Association. 
“Th u s th e qu ality of ed u cation a 
ch ild receiv es d epend s in no small 
part u pon th e accid ent of birth or 
resid ence — th e place a ch ild ’s 
parents h appen to liv e.” 
Th is is essentially tru e, bu t it is 
also tru e th at a great many oth er 
th ings in life also d epend u pon th e 
accid ent of birth , beginning with 
looks and basic ph y sical stamina — 
th e kind of parents one h appens to 
“ch oose.” 
Th e 
qu estion 
is 
h ow 
far 
gov ernment sh ou ld attempt to lev el 
ou t th e inequ alities of life, and th is 


seems to be one th icket wh ich th e 
Su preme Cou rt wisely refrained 
from leaping into. 
If it is properly with in th e d omain 
of th e cou rts to equ alize th e financial 
d isparities between a state’s sch ool 
d istrict, wh at abou t th e d isparities 
between th e qu ality of police and fire 
protection and oth er gov ernment 
serv ices in each commu nity ? Th en 
th ere is th e larger qu estion of 
ed u cational inequ alities between th e 
states th emselv es. 
As West points ou t, th ere is 
noth ing in th e d ecision to prev ent th e 
states from reforming th eir own 
sch ool finance sy stems. Ju stice 
Lewis F. Powell Jr., writing for th e 
majority , mad e clear th at th e cou rt 
was not end orsing th e statu s qu o. 
Th is, and th e fact th at th ere h av e 
been so many class-action su its on 
th e issu e, not ju st th e one in Tex as on 
wh ich th e cou rt based its d ecision, 
su ggests th at it is a v ery real 
problem wh ich th e ind iv id u al states 
mu st sooner or later find way s of 
remed y ing. 
Red influence ebbs 
For a time, Moscow’s gains in th e 
Mid d le East and Africa mad e 
h ead lines. Local Commu nist parties 
were on th e u pswing. In some 
nations, Commu nists mov ed into 
cabinet posts. 
New stu d ies ind icate th e local Red 
boom was sh ort liv ed . Wh ere 
Commu nists h av e been appointed to 
h igh gov ernment posts th ey h av e 
h ad , on th e wh ole, no appreciable 
influ ence in th e cabinets. 
Ev en th ose gov ernments still 
close to th e Sov iet Union h av e 
clamped d own h ard on th e nativ e 
Commu nist parties and 
th eir 
sy mpath izers. (Some Mid d le East 
and African nations, in fact, forbid 
or closely restrain all political 
grou ps ex cept th e one th ey fav or). 
Strikingly , in th e land s wh ere th e 
Red parties h av e a good d eal of free 
reign, th ey h av e lost abou t as many 
comrad es th rou gh d esertion as 
th ey ’v e recru ited . 
Wh at’s ou tlined abov e seems to 
be th e th ru st of stu d ies at th e Hoov er 
Institu tion, presitgiou s research 
grou p at Stanford , Calif. Th e resu lts 
are to be pu blish ed th is Ju ne in th e 
Yearbook on International Com­ 
mu nist Affairs. Mr. Mich el Nabti of 
th at grou p h as ou tlined for NEA th e 
resu lts of th e work. 
In Iraq, wh ose gov ernment h as 
been on close terms with Moscow, 
two Commu nists were appointed to 
th e cabinet. Th ey ex erted little or no 
influ ence, were u nable to improv e 
th e postion of th eir party , wh ich is 
u nd er h eav y restriction. 
Th e Commu nist party in Sy ria is 
in equ ally bad sh ape. Head ed by a 
v igorou s, d y namic ch ief, th e Sy rian 
Commu nists 
gained 
some 


recognition by joining in th e national 
Progressiv e Front. Bu t th ere h av e 
since been sev ere gov ernment 
crackd owns. 
Two men wh o h ad been members 
of th e Egy ptian Commu nist party 
before it was banned were mov ed 
into th e Egy ptian cabinet, bu t 
prov ed singu larly ineffectiv e. Th ey 
were u nable to keep Presid ent Sad at 
from th rowing ou t th e Sov iet 
military and h av e been u nable to 
protect ex treme leftists from arrest. 
Despite th eir presence, in fact, 
Sad at h as cracked d own h eav ily on 
Commu nist-leaning jou rnalists, 
poets 
and 
miscellaneou s 
in­ 
tellectu als, along with oth er grou ps 
consid ered d angerou s to th e regime. 


In Lebanon, th e Commu nist 
party is legal. Bu t it appeals to few 
and its membersh ip is stagnant. 
In Liby a, th e presid ent openly 
opposes Commu nists politically and 
id eologically as being opposed to 
Islam. 
Th e Commu nists d o not fare 
appreciably better in Algeria, wh ere 
th e gov ernment cracks d own on all 
potential opposition grou ps. 
Th e Su d anese Commu nist party 
h as been in a state of d isru ption 
since Red participation in an 
abortiv e cou p. Wh at little strength 
th e party h as d epend s on ex iles. 
A pu blish ed report from th e 
Hoov er Institu tion say s th e “parties 
of 
th e 
Magh rib 
su bsist 
in 
semisomnolence . . . Th e Israeli 
Commu nist mov ement is split into 
two miniscu le parties, both legal, 
bu t neith er ex erting th e least in­ 
flu ence on th e cou ntry ’s political 
fortu nes.”

School equalization

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Th ere 
is a plau sible th eory to ex plain h ow 
Presid ent Nix on migh t not h av e 
known abou t Watergate and related 
political espionage-sabotage ev en if 
th ose 1972 end eav ors inv olv ed some 
of h is top aid es. 
So far we h av e only h earsay 
ev id ence to su ggest th at former 
Attorney General Joh n Mitch ell and 
perh aps Wh ite Hou se assistant H. R. 
(Bob) Hald eman migh t h av e play ed 
“d irectional” roles in one or more of 
th ese enterprises. Proofs are 
altogeth er lacking. 
Yet th e ev id ence is of cou rse 
strong th at lesser Wh ite Hou se and 
Nix on Re-election Committee aid es 
were inv olv ed , and th ree alread y 
h av e been conv icted of complicity in 
th e Watergate bu gging case. Th is 
carries with it a presu mption of 
h igh -aid e inv olv ement and raises 
th e 
big 
qu estion 
abou t 
th e 
Presid ent’s own possible knowled ge 
of th ese matters. 
If it tu rns ou t h igh aid es were 


inv olv ed , h ow cou ld h e not know? 
Th e answer, and it is rooted in th e 
aforementioned th eory , is th at 
Rich ard Nix on works in a personal 
isolation th at is so ex treme as to be 
bey ond th e u nd erstand ing of most 
men — inclu d ing many in th e Wh ite 
Hou se itself. 


Wash ington tod ay is sprinkled 
with a su rprising nu mber of Nix on 
critics wh o stop sh ort of asserting 
th at h e mu st h av e known of th is 
u nsav ory bu siness if key aid es gav e 
it gu id ance. Bu t th ey d o not stress 
th e isolation factor. And th ose wh o 
d o th ink th e Presid ent h ad to know 
appear to rest th eir ju d gment in 
conv entional notions wh ich d o not 
seem to fit h im at all. 
For instance, it is an easy ju mp 
for a good many people to assu me 
th at if a man is d escribed as a 
“confid ant” of th e Presid ent, h e 
natu rally h as at least fairly con­ 
tinu ou s and reasonably intimate 
access to h im. 
In th e v iew of one significant 


priv ate sou rce, th is assu mption is 
“entirely wrong.” Th e man ad d s: 
“Th is fellow (Nix on) d oesn’t talk 
to any bod y th at way . Nobod y h as 
th at kind of relationsh ip with h im.” 
Hald eman, in effect gu ard ing th e 
d oor to th e Presid ent’s office and 
generally th ou gh t to h av e th e ch ief 
say as to wh om h e sees, is perceiv ed 
as th e most logical cand id ate for 
“confid ant” in th e conv entional 
sense. Bu t my sou rce insists th at 
link is frailer th an most imagine, 
th at Hald eman enters th e Nix on 
presence only wh en su mmoned and 
is in no way on a “ch atty basis” with 
h im. 
Th e same th ing, say s th e sou rce, 
applied to Mitch ell wh en h e was 
attorney general or ru nning th e re- 
election committee. Ind eed , it is 
said , Mitch ell’s asserted d ifficu lties 
with Hald eman (noted in a prior 
report) were partly fou nd ed on 
Mitch ell’s belief th at Hald eman was 
getting to see Mr. Nix on regu larly 
and h e wasn’t. 
Th at particu lar kind of id ea, th e 


ju d gment th at since th e Presid ent 
d oes not see many men h e mu st be 
seeing a great d eal of a ch osen few, 
is offered almost as an occu pational 
h azard in th e present Wh ite Hou se. 
Again, from my priv ate sou rce: 
“All sorts of animosities and ev en 
h atred s get going th ere becau se 
ev ery bod y in th ose circles believ es 
Nix on mu st be seeing someone. Bu t 
simple fact is th at h e is not.”
